HOW BOERS DROVE BRITISH OUT. 
IA. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

BOER HEADQUARTERS (Modder. 
spruit, Upper Tugela,) Wednesday, 
Jan. 24, midnight. Via Lorenzo Mar- 
quez, Thursday, January 25.—[By 
South African Cable.] Some Vryheid 
burghers from the outposts on the 
highest hills of the Spionkop group 
rushed into the laager saying that the 
kop was lost and that the English had 
taken it. Reinforcements were or- 
dered up, but nothing could be done 
for some time, the hill being enveloped 
in thick mist. 

At dawn the Heidelberg and Caro- 
lina contingents, supplemented from 
other commandos, began the ascent of 
the hill. Three spurs, precipitous pro- 
jections, faced the Boer positions. Up 
these the advance was made. The 
horses were left under the first terrace 
of rocks. 

Scaling the first hill, the Boers found 
that the English had improved the op- 
portinity and intrenched heavily. Be- 
tween the lines of trenches was an 
open veldt, which had to be rushed 
under a heavy fire, not only from rifles, 
but of lyddite and shrapnel from field 
guns. 

These forces ascended three spurs co- 
ordinately under cover of fire from the 
Free State Krupps, a Creusot and a 
big Maxim. The English tried to rush 
the Boers with the bayonet, but their 
infantry went down before the Boer 
rifle fire as before a scythe. 

The Boer investing party advanced 
step by step, until 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, when a white flag went up 
and 150 men in the front trenches 
surrendered, being sent as prisoners to 
the head laager. 

The Boer advance continued on the 
two kopjes east of Spionkop. Many 
Boers were shot, but so numerous were 
the burghers that the gaps filled au- 
tomatically.

Yukon and march across the tundra 
200 miles to Nome City. | 

This great race between Nome stam- 
peders from Klondike and from Puget 
Sound promises to be the most excit- 
ing feature of the great rush north- 
ward, Those arriving first will obtain 
the best beach claims, which are con- 
sidered the most desirable part of the 
Nome gold fields, since they can be 
worked by poor men having only rock- 
ers. So eager are miners to reach 
Nome that steamers, almost without 
exception, are advertised to leave 
Puget Sound May 1. Boats which an- 
nounced later sailing dates were book- 
ing no passengers until they changed 
them to May 1. It is almost certain, 
however, that these steamers must lie 
ten to twenty days at Dutch Harbor 
waiting for the ice to leave Bering Sea.

UTMOST GLOOM | 
PERVADES BRITISH PUBLIC. 


DEFEAT IS KEEN. 
Country Facing Worst Disaster of 
the Campaign—Forebodings of Still 
Worse Things to Come—Eatly Re- 
lief of Ladysmith Now Out of the 


Question—Calm Determination.

LONDON, Jan. 29, 4:15 a.m—{By 
Atlantic Cable. The week has 
opened with the utmost gloom 
for the British public, and the reac- 
‘tion is all because of the high hopes 
that were reposed in Gen. Buller’s 
turning movement, and of his an- 
nouncement that there would be no 
“turning back.”

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Revolution and Its Revelation. 

EV. DR. DOWLING preached yes- 
terday morning at Christ Episco- 
pal Church, on “The Convérsion of 

Saul of Tarsus.” He said: 
“A very singular feature of this 
transformation of St. Paul is that it 
was apparently instantaneous. And 
yet, I do not think it was the mere 
work of a moment, any more than was 
Abraham Lincoln's decision to strike 
the fetters from the hands of four mil- 
lion of slaves; any a than was the 
resolution of Adame and Hancock and 
their confreres of 76 to pledge their 
lives and their honor, and all that they 
had, to the deliverance of their country. 
Mental or spiritual revolutions such as 
do not take place in the souls of 
men as though in the twinkling of an 
— 822 at the appearance of a great 
“God prepares us in a thousand se- 
cret ways for the changes which He is 
preparing for us, and what we term the 
revolution is not the revolution at all; 
it is only the revelation of a revolution 
which has been working its way in the 
dark. At last the predestined moment 
has come for the lightning to strike, but 
the electric energy has been accumu- 
lating through many silent hours. 
-Thus was it, undoubtedly, with Saul. 
He had only a little while before siood 
in the presence of St. Stephen, when 
they were stoning him to death; and 
they who did it laid their outer gar- 
ments at his feet. He had seen that 
face, all stained with blood as it was, 
lit with the glory of a dying Christian; 
he had heard that voice, its last feeble 
utterances, offering prayers for those 
who killed him.. And now he had trav- 
eled for six days across the desert 
country; he had had time to think, and 
I doubt not that in that journey there 
were hours when he rode with a loose 
rein and his head down upon his breast, 
thinking: ‘Can it be possible after all, 
that these people are right, and that 
the one they worship is the divine Son 
of God? If not, what meant the glory 
upon the face of Stephen? Who was 
the most Godlike? He whom we stoned 
or we who stoned him to his death?’ 
And as he lay out under the Syrian 
stars, while all about him were sleep- 
ing, I think more than once he said to 
himself: ‘Yes, we must stamp out this 
heresy; and yet,, I would that face had 
not been crushed in so bloody a death.“ 


Does God Know? ; 


R C. J. K. JONES preached yes- 
terday morning in the Church of 
the Unity, corner of Third and Hill 
streets. on Does God Know?” He 
said in part: 


“We take pride in the increase of 
science, the spread of commerce, the 
manifold widening of industrialism, the 
heighth and breadth of our culture. 

ese are good, but they are not un- 
mixed blessings. Our ‘improved condl- 
tions’ have brought with them a cer- 
tain amount of degeneration in physi- 
cal stamina. And not only so, but so- 
ciety suffers in its organization: for, 
advancing yond the famliiar and 
habitual order of things to which it has 
becom adjusted, it comes to a new or- 
der of affairs, where confusion and dis- 
tress await it. After a while matters 
become adjusted and peace and happi- 
ness abound; they are not permanent 
and in the nature of the case cannot 
be. New inventions, new channels of 
trade, the multiplication of the earth's 
population, the increasing development 
of civilization, with resultant changes 
in the habits and customs of the peo- 
ple, the-growth and spread of knowi- 
edge, and the development of moral 
ideas, are all producing constant unrest 
and overturnings. 

The source of all this turmoil and 
' friction lies in the human brain with 
its unlimited hopes and aspirations. 
Men cry ‘peace!’ There is no peace, 
and in the nature of the case cannot be 
so long as man shall continue to think 
and have desires. ‘Does God Know?’ 
Most undoubtedly. The scheme of this 
world, and man’s life in it, compre- 
hends just this condition of affairs. 
They are not accidental. Man is so 
made that strenuous strifes and strug- 


| gles are essential parts of his nature;. 


they are factors in his mental and 
moral development as an individual, 
and as organized in social relations. As 
man’s mental development increases 
his capacity for suffering is multiplied. 

Love is the divinest force and prod- 
uct of our conscious life. It is also the 
source and occasion of our keenest and 
most abiding griefs. 
they suffer most who love most. Al- 
though the way of progress is also the 
path of suffering, and every step up-

ward toward a finer life increases 
man’s capacity for suffering, yet must 
he go onward and upward. Whatever 
its consequences of penalty or reward, 


— 


progress is a law of his nature and he 
must obey it. He cannot go backward; 
he would not if he could. Life is better 
as it is. Its ideals, ambitions that are 
high and worthy, love that is unselfish 
‘and heroic are worth more than any 
condition of painlessness could atone 
for. Better the divine thirst of Tan- 
talus than to be without the hopes that 
make us men. A rational and a truly 
scientific philosophy compels us to an- 
swer the question of my subject by the 
most emphatic affirmation. Such an 
affirmation ‘makes sense’ with the order 
of things within and without us.”

are concerned. If this is true of any 
historical character of Shakespeare's it 
is especially true of his King Richard 
III. The world in general knows lit- 
tle and cares less for any Richard III. 
other than him whom Shakespeare 
drew. 

When reading “King Richard III,” 
we take some interest in the subor- 
dinate characters of the play. The 
Lady Anne, Queen Pilizabeth, Queen 
Margaret, the young Princes, Bucking- 
ham, Lord Rivers, Hastings, ete., al! 
enlist our sympathies more or less. But 
when we see King Richard III“ 
played our whole — is centered 
upon the aoe him He then be- 
comes, what he real 4 is, one of the 
greatest, most marvelous, most as- 
tounding creations in the whole 
Shakespearean universe. Our interest 
in him dominates and transcends our 
interest in everything else. It follows, 
therefore, that King Richard 111 ts a 
difficult role to play. As in the cases of 
King Lear, Hamlet. Shylock and 
Othello, only the greatest actors can do 
justice to it. 

In one respect King Richard III is

the most difficult of all the Shake- 
. — roles. There is not merely

We must 
remember that Richard does really ob- 
tain the consent of people to acts and 
courses of conduct which, if he were 
not 60 consummate a dissembler. they 
would never consent to.

Shakespeare's 
play was too long to be restored in 
toto. Irving’s version is not more than 
a half, or at most three-fifths, of the 
play as Shakespeare left it.

But 
the part was too vers&tile for Kem- 
ble's stately talents. The great King 
Richard III of Kemdle's era was that 
unfortunate, erratic genius; Geerge 
Frederick Cooke, of whom Byron once 
said, having heard that a biography 
of Cooke had been written, that two 
things were marvelous about him— 
first, that a man so continously drunk 
should live long enough to have a biog- 
raphy: and, second, that a man 380 
much in his cups as Cooke was should 
ever have known any one sober enough 
to write his biography. Cooke's fre- 
quent disappointments of the patrons 
who thronged his house to hear him 
in his great part became at last too 
annoying to be endured. ye when 
he had vainly endeavored to remem- 
ber his lines, he —— his hand ‘ to his 
breast, and, simulating sickness, hic- 
coughed out the words, “My old com- 
plaint.” The aptness of his self-de- 
scription was too ridiculous to remain 
unrebuked. He was hissed off the 
stage. And yet it is doubtful if a 
greater Richard III than Cooke has 
ever been known. 

Cooke, it may be said, was the first 
—— actor that ever crossed the At- 
antic to play in the United States. 
This he did in 1810. His principal pay: 
of course, was “King Richard III.” 
His sutcess was enormous. But his 
old complaint“ soon proved too much 
for him. He died in New York, un- 
in 1812. 

King Richard III was one of the 
pen roles of that greatest of 
hakespearean actors, Edmund Kean. 
Critics differ as to the relative excel- 
lence of Kean's King Richard III and 
some other of his Shaqespearean parts. 
Hazlitt, however, who no doubt was 
the greatest dramatic critic of Kean's 
day, says that Kean's impersonation 
of the character was the most refined 
and the most appropriately versatile 
of any the stage had known. In the 
scene with Anne, he said, no one could 
have equaled Kean, but “the first 
tempter.’ Kean's death scene, too, in 
“Kine Richard III (death scenes, it 
may be said, were Kean's fortes) was 
a marvel of appropriate representation. 

In the estimation of personal friends 
Junius Brutus Booth was Kean's great 
rival. Opinions differ very much as 
to the ged of Booth’s genius as 
compared wih that of Kean's in many 
parts. But there is no difference of 
opinion as to the merit of Booth’s 
Richard III. Almost the only adverse 
opinion ever pronounced upon it was 


that it was an exact Imitation of 
Kean's. This was in England, how- 
ever. When in 1825 Rooth came to 


America he found himself surfen. not 
only in King Richard III. but in every 
other tragic part. When he. died (in 
1852) it seemed for the moment as if 
the gerendeur of the stave had ended. 

It wil! always be a regret to the lov- 
ers of Edwin Forrest's name and ge- 
nius that he had not in youth the ad- 
vantage of familiarity with good stage 
examples and noble stage ideals. Had 
this been so, had he not for years been

INFORMATION FOR “AUNTIES.” 
The political Filipinos in Congress, 
who have been trying to embarrass the 
President and his administration by 
calling for information of all sorts rela- 
tive to the Philippine insurrection and 
its putative chief, are likely to get 
all the information they want, and 
perhaps a little more, in the near future. 
Upon motion of one of the Republican 
Senators, Lodge of Massachusetts, the 
scope of the inquiry was enlarged to 
such an extent that all information pos- 
sessed by the government, bearing upon 
the subject of the Tagalo rebellion, may 
be laid before Congress. The Washing- 
ton correspondent of the New York 
Times intimates that when this matter 
comes up again in Congress, there will 
be some interesting developments, which 
will be far from pleasant to the “anti- 
imperialist” crowd. 
This correspondent states, in brief, 
that the government is in possession of 
positive information which shows that 
Aguinaldo, so far from being friendly 
toward the Americans, after the de- 
struction of the Spanish fleet and prior 
to the surrender of Manila, was friendly 
to the Spaniards, and secretly con- 
spired with them for concerted resist- 
ance to our forces. One of the strong- 
est pleas put forward by the “aunties” 
has been the claim that Aguinaldo and 
his followers were friendly to the United. 
States up to the time when hostilities 
between them and our forces began, and 
that in suppressing the rebellion we 
are guilty of making war upon our 
friends and allies. The Times has am- 
ple reasons for befleving that this claim 
will be completely refuted wlien the 
Senate is placed in possession of the 
facts. Official papers of the Tagal 
“cabinet,” which are now in possession 
of our government, are said to establish 
beyond a doubt the fact that while Ad- 
miral Dewey was maintaining the status 
quo, after the great naval battle, and 
keeping the Spanish troops inside the 
city of Manila, Aguinaldo was doing 
his best to make terms with the Span- 
ish commander for a combination against 
the Americans. It is even stated that 
his emissaries were “in communication 
with the Spaniards at the véry time 
he was loudest in his professions of loy- 
alty to the American cause.” In all 
probability, had it not been for the 
opportune arrival of additiohal troops 
from the United States, there would 
have been a joint attack upon the 
Americans by the Spaniards and the 
forces under Aguinaldo. 
All this is not at all surprising to 
those who are acquainted with the 
treacherous character of the Tagalo chief;

A DYING RACE. 


NATIVE MAORI FROM NEW ZEA- 
LAND SPEAKS OF HIS PEOPLE. 
Addresses of a specially interesting 

character were given at the Pentel 
Mission Hall on Main street yesterday 
by a native Maori from New Zealand, 
who is making a brief visit to this 
country. The speaker, who is named 
Wherohiko Rawei, was attired in the 
strange but picturesque costume of his 
country people, who inhabit the dense 
inland foreste of New Zealand, and 
are a high type of what is known in 
racial divisions as the yellew race. He

The business of breeding trotters is 
just beginning to be lucrative, al- 
though I do not look for any such 


- prices again as prevailed from 1888 to 
| 1882, when the 


“standard” craze was 
abroad in the land. Still, it will soon 
be upon us—the day when trotting 
horses of acknowledged merit will 
bring as big prices as ever they did, 
while horses of bad shape and poor 
action will bring next to nothing, no 
matter how weil they are bred. This 
is as it should be. No man can expect 
anything great from a horse having 
no conformation or no action, however 
fashionable his pedigree may be. Blood 
is excellence, but form is superiority,” 
wrote that superb American gentleman, 
Cadwalader D. Colden of New York, 
over seventy years ago; and it is not 
only as true today as it was when, first 
put on paper, but it is just as true of 
running horses as it is of trotters. 
There are many of us who have seen 
stallions that were “all and 


no 

They cannot say that of old McKin- 
ney, 2:11%, anyhow. He has as good 
a ped as any of them, and is all 
horse” from the ears to the tail. He 
occupies the same position among the 
trotters of the present date, that the 
great racer Lanercost did among the 
English gallopers, sixty years ago; and 
he gave Beeswing, Charles XII, Euclid, 
St. Francis and Robert de Gorham an 
argument for every race they ran to- 
gether. There was not one of those 
horses that could not beat Lanercost 
forty yards in a mile, and, at two 
miles, he could bring every one of them 
to the whip and spur. McKinney 
never reached the head of the stretch 
in the lead, but, if he was there within 
two lengths of the leader, the heat was 
his. I do not wonder that Charley 
Durfee refused $20,000 for him The 
grand old horse certainly does not owe 
him anything. By the way, most 
breeders have overlooked the fact that 
Fereno’s second dam was the dam of 
McKinney, and Fereno got a record 
of 2:17 at two years old in a race. 

In ten pee hence, it will be as 
easy to tabulate a trotter as it now is 
to tabulate a thoroughbred; and the 
word “untraced” will fall into disuse 
among all the really well-bred trot- 
ters. The 2:10 list up to the close of 
1899 already includes 110 trotters and 


286. pacers. Of these there were 21 
trotters and 27 pacers, bred in the 
State of California alone. This is a 


great showing, being 6% per cent. of 
the 2:10 trotters and 9 per cent. of the 
cers. Couple this with the fact that 

t was well into the fall of 1872 before 
one single California-bred horse, either 
trotter or pacer, entered the 2:30 list, 
and our progress as a horse-breeding 
State is simply wonderful. The first 
California-bred trotter to enter the 
2:30 list was Aurora, 2:27, by John Nel- 
son; and the first pacer of home breed- 
ing to get a record below 2:30 was 
Sweetbriar, 2:19, by Billy Blossom, 
2:29. That was in 1875. Since then 
a California stallion, Electioneer, has 
gotten 159 in the 2:30 list, and his 
sons, all bred in California, but many 
of them sold to go east, have gotten 
648 horses in the 2:30 list, of which 
205 are better than 2:20, and 62 better 
than 2:15. 

The year 1899 saw 315 horses enter 
the 2:30 list in this State, of which 
309 were foaled in California, and got- 
ten by 130 stallions now kept for service 
in this State. Of these 130 stallions, 
98 were sons of our productive soil. 
Of these, Norval, a son of Electioneer, 
is first with 15, Nutwood is second with 
13, Sidney third with 12, Chris and Guy 
Wilkes each next with 9%, McKinney, 
Sphinx and Altero 8 each, Alfred G. 
and Diablo 7 each, and Sable Wilkes, 
St. Bel, Bow Bells, Sultan and James 
Madison each 6. There are four 
others with 6 each. Out of the 309 
performers in 2:30 or better for the 
year, 123 were by sons of the dead 
monarch Electioneer, being equal to 
39% per cent. of the whole number. Of 
these 309 there were 59 that trotted 
or paced in 2:15 or better, and 76 more 
that got recerds between 2:15 and 2:20. 
Of those that went in 2:20 without a 
fraction, there were no less than 5, 
while 6 more got records between 2:20 
and 2:21. 

I could wish that the outlook for 
thoroughbreds was as good as I deem 
that for the trotters and pacers. But 
the crooked ways that are so plainly 
discernible at the midwinter racing 
tracks, have hurt the market se- 
riously. Men do not dare to load up 
with thoroughbreds, because they do 
not know how soon the winter racing 
game is going to be stopped by law. 
The Tanforan track had a case in point 
a few days since. A Kentucky-bred 
mare, called The Lady, went out at 
8 to 1, and gathered in the shekels of 
a $1200 sweepstake, leading from start 
to finish at a mile, in 1:40 flat, with 
109 pounds up. A few days later on 
the same track she starts in a purse 
race with 92 pounds on her, and comes 
in third behind two old skates like 
Polente and The Fretter in 1:39%.

The two prominent events in the 
kos Angeles field last week were the 
strikes in the Uncle Sam and on the 
Phelps & Beveridge tract. The strike 
in the Uncle Sam was made in well 
No. 6, which will be put pumping this 
week. This makes the fifth producing 
well the Uncle Sam has struck since 
it acquired the Metcalf tract some six 
weeks ago, all of which are pumping. 
Tits well No. 6 is now going down 
and preparations are being made for 
commencing on No. 7. 
No. 6 was made on the west line of 
the tract, near to Hoover street, on a 
north and south line with well No. 1, 
which is known as the “big” well of 
the company. What the production of 
No. 6 win be cannot be determined 
until the pumps are set going, but 
from the way the oil rose in the pipe 
when the sand was struck it is believed 
it will show itself as good a producer 
as any of the other four wells. Prior 
to this last strike the Uncle 
production was some- 
barreis. With this new 
well its production will go consider- 
ably over the 300 mark, but just how 
much will not be known until 
pumps get to work. The company’s 
present tankage capaci 
is 2600 barrels, which will be 
as new wells come 

On the Phelps & 
which is being operated by 
Hardison on a percentage to the 
owners of the land, there are seven 
derricke, with five pumping wells. The 
tract lies alongside of the Uncle Sam 
ground on the east, and in formation 
and depth at which the oil sand is 
encountered, ig identical with the lat- 
ter ground, with the difference, how- 
ever, that not as yet, well for well, 
is the production as great as that of 
the Uncle Sam.
